Dear John, 

| thought | might drop you a line for the 
newsletter form the southern most member 
of EIDXA to let the gang know what! am up 
to. So here goesi 

Carol (WA4LHB) and | have been working 
steadily on upgrading a long list of 
deficiencies in DX BOUND since we bough? 
her in June of last year. The old girl is 
pushing 18 years of age and some of her 
systems were a hit tired. She is 41 feet jong, 
weighs in at a hefty 13 tons and draws 
almost 6 feet of water. We re-did her 
exhaust system, repaired the refigeration 
system, increased the water storage by 100 
gallons, overhalued a number of sails, built 
all the ham gear into the navstation console, 
did a major rewiring of both AC & DC 
systems and installed an LPG system with a 
sniffer control system. Then we addressed a 
myrid number of cosmetic issues which 
included sanding and painting the below 
deck flooring and cleaning, sanding and 
varnishing of a large amount of teak topside. 
At this time she is in pretty good shape but 
we still have a page and a half of 
descrepancies and improvements that we 
-need to accomplish before attempting a 


major ocean crossing. Maintanance in this 
environment, as any of you with NAVY 
experience can attest, is a never ending 
process. 

We have applied for our C6A licenses. | 
have a second TS430S with all the xtal 
filters and an assortment of wire antennas 
on board ready to be used for a DXpedition 
to C6A. | will buy a small tribander at the 
next Miami hamfest and will package it up in 
PVC cylinder for storage up on deck. | have 
also been looking at the GAP vertical which 
is mnufactured down here in Florida. | am 
also looking for a good bargain on a 2.5KW 
gas generator. This unit will have to be torn 
down, even though it’s new, and be 
reprimed and painted as weil as having all 
of it’s hardware changed to stainless. 
Otherwise it won’t last in the salt air 
environment. We are planning to operate 
from one of the uninhabited islands in the 
EXUMA island chain in C6A for the ‘92 
ARRL phone contest with this set up. | am 
finding that the most popular cruising 
transceiver amoung the hams afloat is the 
T8440 with the Icoms coming in a distant 
second. The small footprint, heavy amplifier, 
built in tuner and the number of memories 
seem to be the main draw. | suspect many 
are using the memories to plug in all the 
Marine HF SSB channels shich is illegal as 
hell but....if your up to your neck in salt 
water and the sharks are circling....! | have 
installed four 440's on sailboats in the last 4 
months and they seem to perform very 
well....with the automatic antenna tuner 
providing excellent matching. 

Carol & | are both working now and again 
when we come back to the boat in the 
evening. This, of course, slows progress 


down a bit. | do chase a little OX when | 
hear it and the insulated backstay antenna 
performs surprisingly well....a fact that Glen, 
KOJGH, can attest to. Speaking of “el 
Presidente” as they say down here in 
Miarmi....we sure enjoyed the weekend we 
had with the Kesselring family. We really 
had a ball! If any of you are down here for a 
visit or a vacation, be sure to get in touch 
with us so that we can arrange a litte cruise 
for you...and an update on what's going on 
in lowa for us.

JOHNSTON ISLAND 

Gary, KOGVB worked KB6VUP/KH3 on 80 
meters and when he sent his request for a 
QSL to Jose he also asked about Johnston 
Island. Here are major potrions of that letter. 
Iwill start by telling you J.l. is a very small 
island; about half a mile wide and about two 
miles long. Itis located in the central Pacific 
Ocean, about 825 miles southwest of 
Honolulu, Hawaii. The island used to be 
-smaller but it was expanded during the war 


for Naval operations. It is about two feet 
above sea level with beautiful palm trees 
and has a bird sanctuary. From the airplane, 
it looks like an aircraft carrier [a guy | 
werked many years ago on Johnston Island 
called it "the worlds largest land-based 
aircraft carrier’! - ED ]. Temperatures are 
about the same ail year around, very hot, 
between 60 and 95 degrees. It is a U.S. 
territory and managed by the Department of 
Energy [Gary sez" Johnston Islandis a big 
nuke storage site for the U.S. - ED] 
and a clearance is required to visit the 
island. I’m lucky | got to visit. | am in the 
Army and was there on official business. 
Well, the ham shack is not a very bad one. It 
is a pretty large building with four rooms. 
First room is where the majgrity of 
operations take place and where the hams 
stations are. You will find a very nice 
Kenwood 9408 with automatic tuner, 
speaker, desk mic, a phone patch and an 
electronic keyer. You will also find an Icom 
735 with all accesories, an IBM computer 
with modem connected to an old Collins and 
lots of amateur maps on the wall. In the 
second room is the MARS station for which | 
can not tell you much because it was 
always always locked. The third roam has 
two old Collins stations and this is backup 
stations for the MARS or amateur stations. 
Finally we get to the bench room 
(workroom) and there you'll have more fun 
than in any other room - there is electronic 
equipment to build about five stations, 
beleive me, | felt like | was in the candy 
store. You also find in the building a nice 
bathroom, a bed and a refrigerator so you 
don’t neeed to leave the building. There are 
lots of antennas on the outside from verticals 


(2) to quads (1), dipoles (2), beams (2) and 
a log periodic. You'll also find on the outside 
what | call a monster generator for backup 
power. 

| hope | have provided information to meet 
your expectations. Oh, by the way, 
population is 1,500 and about 350 personnel 
are military. Just four hams on the island. 
Good luck and 73 to all in the club in Cedar
